‘United States drinkers consumed 1 1-5 gallons of spir- 
its per capita last year, an increase of nearly 50 per cent.

MEXICO DESCRIBED 


Interesting Places Seen | 


In Second Letter 





In a second trave'ogue -let‘er 
written to the Misses Ruby and 
Lillian Harnish by their ward, 
Mis3z Hileen Greear, who was tour- 
ing in Mexico, Miss Greear tells 
of many interesting places she 
wag seeing at the time in and 
near Mexico City. 

A national election was being 
held the first day Mise Greear| 
and her party were in the «apital 
city and the streets were filed 
with soldiers. 

Miss Greear mentions linching 
or dining at some of the city’s 
finest and most modern ho- 
tels and in each case she refers 
to the excellency of the food. 

Excerpts from her letter fol- 

low: ; 
In the afternoon we visited 
Chapultepec castle where Maxi- 
milian and Carlotta lived. Maxi- 
milian was the Austrian arch- 
duke whom Napoleon sent over 
to be emperor of Mexico. Allthe 
(presidents have lived there since, 
except the present one. We visit- 
ed the cathedral which was built 
in 1573. Went below it where 
they are keeping some _ things 
that are to go into a new mus- 
eum. Some gorgeous vestments 
all in gold metal work or silver, 
studded with diamonds, rubies 
and emeralds. At the governor’s 
palace we saw the Diego Rivera 
painting depicting the history of 
Mexico.
